SUN DUST IS A “ RADIO NET” 


London Prof«»»or Evolve* Novel .The- 
ary of tho Atm ospheric 
Envelops. 


Electrified dust throw n off by the 
sun form s an atm ospheric envelope 
about the earth about IOO m iles which 
prevents wireless waves from escaping 
Into Infinite space, according to Prof. 
J. A. Fleming, University college, Lon­ 
don, whose work in w ireless is known 
all over the world. 
T he screen m ade by th e dust, he 
says, acts as a so rt of w ireless speak­ 
ing tube and enables waves used for 
long-distance work—which are about 
ten miles In length—to travel 6,000 and 
12,000 miles. 
If it were not for th at screen, ac­ 
cording to the professor’s theory, the 
w ireless energy throw n out by the 
big sending tow ers would not cling 
to the earth, but would pass away 
and be lost. 


How Big I* an Electron? 
One very notew orthy experim ent in 
m easuring an electron w as perform ed 
by an American, Professor M llllkan of 
Chicago. H e introduced a m inute drop 
of oil of about 1-10,000th inch in diam-1 
eter in a cham ber between two plates 
whose electrical charge w as subject to 
control. 
The drop of oil w as strongly 
illum inated and w as viewed w ith a 
telescope. 
By controlling th e poten­ 
tials of the plates the oil drop could 
be m ade to fall or rise a t will. 
The 
drop continually picked up and lost 
electrons. As It picked up an electron it 
would move tow ard the positive plate 
By carefully observing the action of the 
drop of oil, MiUikan w as able to deter­ 
mine very accurately the charge added 
to it by its picking up one electron. 


TIPS FOR FANS 


A m eeting of representatives 
of stations within 360 m eters of 
New York and New Jersey was 
called to prevent radio “jam ” 
in the air. Some of the sw eet 
things th at come through m ust 
have gummed up the ether. 
F or use across the secondary 
of a tuner, such as the honey­ 
comb coils, use a condenser of 
tw enty-three plates or less. The 
less capacity used in the sec­ 
ondary circuit, the b etter will 
the set work. 
If, after w iring up a set, you 
hear nothing but a steady hum 
in the receivers, you m ay be 
very sure th at there is an open 
circuit somewhere. 
T race out 
the wiring carefully and some 
little fault will present itself. 
The so-called “spaghetti” tub­ 
ing, if placed over bare w ire 
used in w iring a set, will im­ 
prove the appearance IOO per 
cent and reduce the danger of 
short circuits. 
More and more are the radio 
fans turning to radio-frequency 
amplification instead of audio­ 
frequency. The chief reason for 
this lies in the fact th at in 
radio^frequency am plification the 
Incoming signals are amplified 
before they reach the detector, 
w here they are rectified, while 
in audio-frequency they are am ­ 
plified after reaching the 
de­ 
tector. In the first m ethod sig­ 
nals th at are very weak a re 
brought In, w hereas In the lat­ 
ter method they would probably 
not be heard.

The 
world 
rang 
with 
their 
praises when at the little city 
of Chateau T hierry they held 
the 
Germ an 
arm ies 
w hen 
a 


further 
advance 
m ight 
have 
m eant a final allied disaster. 
From this m om ent the allied 
forces 
held 
the 
Germ ans 
throughout, and rapidly passed 
to a victorious offensive. 
H ow 
the W ar D epartm ent is teaching 
10,000 m en through correspond­ 
en ce school courses tho lessons 
o f the war is told in this article. 


America’s after-w ar attitude not 
enly toward conflict, but toward 
the lessons learned from conflict, 
has always been that of the negro 
trooper sailing by the Statue of 
Liberty on his way home from 
France. ( 
“Take 
a 
good 
look at me, 
Leddy,” he was heard to murmur 
as the transport passed the colos­ 
sal figure, “ ’Kase you ain't never 
gonna see me no mo’.” 
Such has been the sentiment of 
rank and file after all the coun­ 
try’s wars.. 
Eagerly the soldier 
has gone horn* 
forget* He has 


not forgotten, for his war-time 
experience has always remained to 
him one of his finest memories. 
But it has remained only as a 
memory and has not been passed 
on to his sons. 
When the old 
soldier died, with him has died 
practically all he learned to win 
a victory. 
It happened after the 
Revolution, after 1815, after the 
Civil War. 
There is something fine In the 
attitude of putting behind oneself 
past achievements and resolutely 
facing the future in place of liv­ 
ing in the past, but in 1917, when 
the nation in a great crisis found 
that it tcok more than a year to 
put effectives in the field, it was 
realized that this sentiment was 
alloyed with something foolhardy, 
something almost selfish. 
So the anniversary of Chateau 
Thierry finds the American army 
preparing to bequeath the lessons 
of costly sacrifice to those who 
will comprise the nation. 
And al­ 
though the correspondence school 
courses in military training insti­ 
tuted by the W ar Department to 
teach these lessons were announc­ 
ed only a few months ago, there 
are now about 10,000 men en­ 
rolled. 
N eglected Lesson* o f Civil W ar 
As the plans for training a 
civilian 
reserve 
against future 
emergencies take form, students 
of military affairs lament the fact 
that little if anything was done 
to conserve the knowledge gained 


in our Civil W ar. 
They 
point out that had the 
lessons of Petersburg and 
Vicksburg 
and 
Gettys­ 
burg been preserved in 
the minds of the nation’s 
young men, instead of relegated to 
the study of W ar College and 
regular Army, Chateau Thierry 
might have been fought in June, 
1917, instead of in June, 1918. 
The armistice might have been 
signed at Christmas, 1917, instead 
of the following November. 
And 
for every day of conflict avoided 
there 
might 
have 
been 
saved 
$30,000,000 and many lives. 
In fact it is acknowledged had 
Germany known 
that America 
knew how to fight, there might 
have been no Chateau Thierry. 
Shortly 
after 
the 
Civil 
War, 
France, then a great militarized 
nation of Europe, hastily withdrew 
from Mexico a t the mere sugges­ 
tion from the United States that 
such a course would be advisable. 
France knew that America had 
trained men, northern and south­ 
ern, in numbers that could sweep 
her out of the Western Hemis­ 
phere. 
But this generation of trained 
men passed on, was mustered out, 
heard the call of taps, without 
telling its sons what it knew. 
Because the veterans hated the 
thought of their sons going to 
war they would not acknowledge 
it possible. 
All of the military forces of the 


United States have been drawn 
upon for personnel to contribute 
to the construction and direction 
of the correspondence courses. 
The W ar Department, the corps 
areas, the various service schools, 
and 
specially 
qualified 
officers 
from the National Guard and Or­ 
ganized Reserves have all collabo­ 
rated in this work. 
In 
planning 
the 
instruction, 
Army officers studied the methods 
of correspondence school and uni­ 
versity extension courses through­ 
out the country. 
B ated on Practical M ethods 
The initial study was made at 
the International Correspondence 
Schools at Scranton. 
When they 
had finished their study they went 
back to Washington to build the 


Army’s knowledge of trench war­ 
fare and supply movement into 
lessons that can be taught by mail. 
Teaching military subjects alone, 
the Army courses conflict in no 
way with the country’s schools and 
colleges. 
As a result of their work, there 
are now 10,000 students enrolled 
from among the 67,000 Reserve 
officers, from the enlisted reserves 
and National Guardsmen. 
When 
Congress appropriates money to 
complete the plan, the students 
will be given an opportunity to 
supplement their correspondence 
schooling With “laboratory” ex­ 
perience 
in 
summer 
training 
camps. 
The correspondence method of 
instruction was chosen because of 


its efficiency, its cheap­ 
ness, its flexibility, and its 
merit of placing at the 
disposal of the most iso­ 
lated individual the finest 
teaching brains available. 
The 
farm er 
at 
Walla 
Walla, Wash., or the of­ 
fice manager in Atlanta, 
Ga., can have as his instructors in 
gas attack or range finding the 
men who know these subjects thor­ 
oughly, whether these experts are 
stationed at the W ar College, at 
the Presidio, San Francisco, or at 
Cavite. All this can be done with 
out pulling the students away 
from their jobs, and imposing the 
burden of a huge non-producing 
class on the rest of the country, 
as has been done under the Euro­ 
pean system of training. 


Guards A gainst M ilitarism 
In addition, it is pointed out 
that the training of the student 
in his own home town with his 
mind largely occupied by his daily 
work, will prevent the possible pro­ 
duction of a “militarized” class. 
As a m atter of fact, among the 
Organized 
Reserves, 
for whom 
^ e se courses were primarily de­ 
signed, there is no possibility of a 
militaristic tendency. 
For by law 
they cannot be called out to do 
strike or police duty. 
They are 
available only when Congress de­ 
clares a “war emergency” to exist. 
These courses will be strength­ 
ened and expanded and made 
available to more men as the tac­ 
ticians and technicians 
in the 
army centers develop their craft. 
New, younger men— who did not 
fight at Chateau Thierry—will be 
recruited into the Reserves and 
Guards from the college training 
units— but the lessons of Chateau 
Thierry, amended and revised, will 
go on and on, a sort of folk lore 
of bravery and achievement hand­ 
ed constantly from older men to 
younger. 
Col. John McA. Palmer, Aid to 
General Pershing, has outlined the 
military policy of the country as 
it affects the Army correspondence 
schools in these words: 
“At cer­ 
tain crises in our history, with a 
vast expenditure of treasure and 
human energy, we have erected a 


great war machine and then have 
demolished that organization aftet 
the emergency without any provi­ 
sion for making that expenditure 
a permanent national investment 
After being forced to militarize a 
whole generation we have taken no 
precaution to make the sacrifices 
of that generation a heritage of 
experience for the next genera­ 
tion that may be called upon to 
bear the stress of war. 
It is 
primarily the object of our new 
law to perpetuate the framework 
of the organization developed in 
the World War, so that its tre­ 
mendous cost can be funded as a 
permanent 
investment 
for 
a1) 
time.” 
How to Enroll 
So, if you are a member of the 
Officers’ or Enlisted Reserve Corps, 
or of the National Guard, and 
want to know more about your 
avocation, write your corps area 
commander, and tell him that 
you’d like to go to school. 
He’ll 
send you neatly mimeographed 
sheets with full information. 
A fter you have been duly en­ 
rolled for the elementary tactics 
and technique of your branch of 
the service— or, if you are above 
the grade of major, in advanced 
tactics and technique— you will re­ 
ceive your first lesson assignment 
sheet. 
A fter your study of the 
text, collateral reading, and com­ 
pletion of written exercises, you 
will send back to your corps area 
headquarters your written work. 
This will be corrected and return­ 
ed to you, with your grade for 
the lesson, together with another 
assignment sheet. 
And you will 
follow through, reviving to memo­ 
ry the lessons of the battle-field, 
if you were on the battle-field, 
or learning these lessons for the 
first time, if you were not. Enough 
instructors have been assigned so 
that each can do real personal 
work with his student.
